09/20/06,1 responded to ' at to interview a suspect in a vandalism case 

(2006-36980). was named as a possible suspect in the destruction of clothing belonging to her 

ex-boyfriend, and I was going to take an out of custody statement from her. I had made telephone contact with 
VI- earlier in the week, and we were scheduled to meet at 1600 hours, which we did. 

Upon arrival, VI- came out to meet me at my patrol vehicle in the parking lot of I look an 

out of custody statement from VI- , and at that time explained based on the lack of evidence putting her at 
the scene, I did not think the District Attorney would prosecute her for vandalism. VI- » seemed relieved, and 
said she had already had a bunch of drama with the police, and she had spoken to a District Attorney about an 
officer harassing her. I asked if there was anything I could do, and VI- i explained she was going to call 
Robert Dekas on Friday because a San Leandro Police Officer had come into her apartment and sexually assaulted 
her. VI-. a said she even had bruises on her arm from the cop grabbing her. VI- a lifted the sleeve of her 
shirt, and i saw a bruise on the inside portion of her left upper arm, just under the biceps muscle. Based cn the 
visible injury and the verbal allegation, I felt it was my responsibility to determine if immediate reporting of the 
incident was necessary, so I asked further what had happened. 

VI- told me the following: 

VI- works at the front reception counter o and she has met several police officers who work out 

there. A uniformed officer came to the front counter a month or two ago, and spoke to VI-. The officer said 

he worked the area, and knew VI- closed by herself. The officer also said there were a lot of strange people 

in the area, and he handed VI- i his work business card. The officer had hand written his personal cell phone 
number on the back of the card, and told V! a if she needed anything to call him. VI- never called, and 
ictually misplaced the card. VI- saw tne officer patrolling from time to time, but she never made contact 

with him on or off duty. 

Monday, 09/11/06, VI- was working at the front desk when the same officer came in near closing time. 

VI- a asked the officer if he could sign off a fix it ticket. The officer said, "sure" and VI- explained the 

ticket actually belonged to her boyfriend. The officer asked if VI- t still had his business card, and when 
VI- said she did not, he took out another card, hand wrote a phone number on the back, and handed the card 

to VI- i. The officer told VI- a to call anytime and he would come by and sign off the ticket. 

The name on the business card is Greg Cannedy, and the phone number hand written on the back of the card is 


Wednesday night, 09/13/06, SU-Cannedy went into “ around 2300 hours and spoke to the front receptionist, 
and asked if VI was working. Wl- happened to be speaking to VI- and 

SU-Cannedy asked if she wanted him to come by and sign off the ticket. VI- said "sure" and thought it 
would take at least fifteen minutes for SU-Cannedy to arrive. VI i walked to the front door and saw a police 
vehicle pulling into the parking lot. It had only been a few minutes, and VI was surprised the officer arrived 

so quickly. VI- waived to the officer, who pulled his vehicle in front of . VI a went inside 

to get the ticket, and walked back to the door and SU-Cannedy was already at the threshold. VI- j handed 
SU-Cannedy the ticket and said she had to use the bathroom. VI- went into the bathroom, and when she 
walked out. she saw SU-Cannedy had entered the apartment and was standing in the kitchen. VI- a stood in 
the living room with a counter top between her and SU-Cannedy. SU-Cannedy asked if anyone was home and said 
he had signed off the ticket. VI- j said no one else was home and walked around the counter to the kitchen to 
get the ticket from SU-Cannedy. VI- said "thanks", and SU-Cannedy said, "Is that all? Can't I at least get a 
hug?". VI-, said, "What? No.’’, and started to walk back towards the living room hoping SU-Cannedy would 
leave. SU-Cannedy grabbed VI 5 upper right arm and pulled her to him into the kitchen. VI- a tried to 

oull away, but SU-Cannedy swung her around and began to kiss her neck and cheek. VI- backed up against 
(he wall as SU-Cannedy grabbed her hand and used it to massage his groin through his pants. SU- - :.."y had 

his other hand on VI- ; buttocks and was rubbing up against her. VI- a could not believe what was 

happening and thought she was going to be raped. VI- ia told SU-Cannedy her girlfriend was coming home in 
a few minutes and he had to leave.

On 09/20/06, about 2040 hours, I was told about an investigation into the actions of one of my officers, Gregory 
Cannedy. Lieutenant Overton told me that there was an allegation of on-duty criminal conduct with a 

3 and the victim was currently being interviewed. I told Lieutenant Overton that Officer Cannedy had 
approached me at the end of last week reporting an incident that sounds related. 


On Thursday morning, 09/14/06, Officer Cannedy had asked to meet with me as he needed to talk about 
something. Some time later I met with him and we stood outside our cars while we spoke. Officer Cannedy 
started by telling me that he needed to tell me something and that he considers me his friend. Officer Cannedy 
had received some disturbing phone calls on his cellular phone and thought he needed to give me a "heads 
up." Officer Cannedy proceeded by telling me that he had a moment of weakness and he thought he may have 
made a mistake. 


Officer Cannedy said the other night he was driving through the Pak'n Save parking lot and drove past 

when he saw an acquaintance employee inside. Officer Cannedy went inside to have a conversation with 
this female employee #1. I get the impression that this employee was talking on the phone to another female 
employee #2 who was not currently working. Employee #1 was relaying conversations back and forth between 
Officer Cannedy and employee #2. The conversation included Officer Cannedy being told that employee #2 was 
waiting for him at home in her underwear, and Officer Cannedy saying he would go to her house to sign off a 
ticket. Officer Cannedy told employee #2 via employee #1 that he would be right over. I gathered that the tone 
of the conversation was familiar and flirtatious in nature. 


Officer Cannedy arrived at employee #2's apartment at Officer Cannedy 

said when he arrived, employee #2 was dressed and standing in the door to the apartment wearing very short 

• shorts. I gather from Officer Cannedy that they had a conversation and flirted back and forth in a mutual 

fashion. Officer Cannedy told me at one point employee #2 thanked him for coming by and Officer Cannedy 
said, "What do I get?" Employee #2 motioned him toward her for a hug and Officer Cannedy gave employee #2 
an embrace. Then Officer Cannedy told me that they mutually kissed. All of a sudden, employee #2 pushed 
Officer Cannedy away and said that someone was coming and he needed to leave. Officer Cannedy thought her 
behavior was strange, but said "okay" and left. Officer Cannedy said it was as if employee it 2 felt quilty 
because of her boyfriend. 


I asked Officer Cannedy when this happened and he said it was the other night. Officer Cannedy said he left 
employee #2's apartment to respond to the alarm at Tuffy's Building Supply that Officer Fischer and I 
responded to. I remembered this alarm because Officer Cannedy was dispatched primary with Officer Fischer 
as cover. I was just around the corner and arrived on scene first. Officer Fischer and I checked the perimeter 
and then spoke for a few minutes afterwards and Officer Cannedy never arrived on scene prior to our leavina 
(Incident #2006-36508 09/12/06 @ 2313 hours) 


Officer Cannedy explained that when he was driving to work the following evening, employee #2 had left voice 
mails on his cellular phone. The voice mails were a complete reversal of how employee #2 had been with 
Officer Cannedy in the past. She said things like, "she had told her boyfriend about what happened" and "she 
was afraid to live there anymore” and "she didn't want him coming to her apartment anymore." I asked Officer 
Cannedy if he had called her back and he told me that he didn't even have her phone number and that she is the 
one that s been calling him. Officer Cannedy said his stomach was in knots and he has been unable to eat and 
constantly feels like he's going to vomit. Officer Cannedy was afraid of his wife finding out. 


The impression I had from Officer Cannedy was that he was the subject of flirtatious behavior from employee #2 
and that he inappropriately gave in to the advances. I verbally reprimanded Officer Cannedy, told him how 
stupid his behavior was, and that he placed himself in a very compromising position subject to receiving a 
complaint. Officer Cannedy said that he hoped that if he had told me about what had happened and if she had 
called to complain that I could be discrete so no one (his wife) would find out. I advised Officer Cannedy to 
avoid all contact with employee #2 and notify me if she continues to call him. On Tuesday morning, 09/19/06 I 
met Officer Cannedy for coffee and I asked him if employee #2 (I referred to her as his "stalker” in conversation) 
had continued to call him. Officer Cannedy had not received any additional calls from employee #2. 
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INVESTIGATION: 

Wednesday; 20 September 2006 

Approximate!)' 1830 hours, I received a phone call from San Leandro Police Department 
Communications at which time I was advised to call Sergeant Spirou as soon as possible. 
I called and spoke with Sergeant Spirou who immediately handed the phone to 
Lieutenant Overton. 

Lieutenant Overton told me that there was an allegation of misconduct on behalf of one 
of our officers while on duty. He went on to say that the victim, later identified as 

was with Officer Pickard. I asked Lieutenant Overton if 
he could share with me the accused officer’s name and he told me it was Officer 
Cannedy. I told Lieutenant Overton that I would be responding to the Department as 
soon as possible. 

When I arrived, approximately 1920 hours, I met with Sergeant Spirou and Lieutenant 
Overton in the Sergeant's Office. They briefed me on the allegations and advised that 
the victim was upstairs in the Criminal Investigation Division with Officer Pickard. I 
walked upstairs, along with Sergeant Spirou. and met with Officer Pickard and . i in 
the interview room. Prior to meeting with . , I had Officer Pickard further brief me 

on the details she’d learned from 

Approximately 2010 hours, Sergeant Spirou and I met with > in the interview' 
room. 'Phis interview room was equipped with both audio and video recording 
capabilities, which I utilized to memorialize my interview with 

Once I introduced to Sergeant Spirou, I told her that I wanted to speak with her 

about her allegations. I asked to tell me why it was she had contacted the San 

Leandro Police Department this evening. , in essence, told me that she had been 

harassed by a San Leandro Police Officer named Greg Cannedy and that she’d told some 
of her friends about it. Although initially she didn’t want to contact the authorities 
regarding the incident, some of her friends convinced her that following up on it was the 
best way to handle it. 

said that some of her friends advised her to file a lawsuit against the San Leandro 
Police Department for monetary gain. told Sergeant Spirou and me that she 

wanted neither money from this incident, nor to handle it criminally. i told us that 
she just w anted “the Officer" to leave her alone. 

I asked how it was she had come into contact with Officer Cannedy. said 

that approximately one to two months Drior to this incident, she was working the 
morning shift at _ 01 ’ It was approximately fifteen 
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minutes after she’d opened, around 0515 hours, when she first came in contact with 
Officer Cannedy. 

According to Officer Cannedy walked into while in police 

uniform. Officer Cannedy introduced himself and told that he hadn’t seen her 

before. a told Officer Cannedy that she was working for someone else that 

morning; that she normally works at night. Officer Cannedy took out one of his 
business cards, wrote a phone number on the back, then handed it to 1. Officer 
Cannedy told ., “Call me if you need anything.” At the time, a didn’t think 
Officer Cannedy’s actions were suspicious. 

The second time had contact with Officer Cannedy was sometime in August, 

2006. ;aid that she, her friend - who also worked at ; - and 

? twelve-year-old brother, , were walking out of K-Mart on 

. - saw Officer Cannedy driving through the lot, at which time they 
acknowledged one another by saving hello. Their conversation was brief. 

The third time had contact with Officer Cannedy was possibly Monday, 11 

September 2006, around 2200 hours. At that time ; said that San Leandro Police 

Department Officers were dispatched to regarding a disturbance. said 

that Officer Cannedy w-as the officer who responded to deal with the call for service. 
While there,. Officer Cannedy spoke with . During their conversation, 

asked Officer Cannedy if he’d be willing to “sign off’ a fix-it ticket for henOfficer 
Cannedy asked if she still had his business card and phone number. said 

she lost it. Officer Cannedy wTote a phone number on the back of another one of his 
business cards, handed it to and told her to call him w'hen she w r as ready to have 

the fix-it ticket signed off. 

I searched the San Leandro Police Department Records program for calls for sendee 
(Incidents) at ] .1 located a “415 PC - Disturbance” call at i on 

Monday, 11 September 2006, at 2118 hours. Officer Cannedy and were 

dispatched to that call. The incident _ > indicated the call was “adjusted” at 

2203 hours. 

The last time had contact with Officer Cannedy w^^possibly the next day, 

Tuesday, 12 September 2006, in the evening. According to she was talking on 

the phone with her friend, z, w r ho was working at , Officer Cannedy 

walked into and spoke with about membership possibilities for a co- 

worker. was evidentlv continuing her telephone conversation with . c, when 

Officer Cannedy asked who she was talking to. When told Officer 

Cannedy she w*as talking to . Officer Cannedy told her to say hello. Officer 

Cannedy also asked to ask if she still needed her fix-it ticket signed off. 

1 said she did, so Officer Cannedy told her he w'ould drive to her apartment and

her apartment, however she walked outside after she ended her conversation with 
in order to open the security gate, allowing Officer Cannedy inside. When she 
walked outside, 1 saw a marked police car entering the complex. figured 

that Officer Cannedy had a key to open the gate. 

As the police car entered the complex parking lot, waived her arms, attempting to 

get Officer Cannedy’s attention to guide him to her apartment. Officer Cannedy arrived 
moments later. 

walked back inside her apartment and retrieved the fix-it ticket, meeting Officer 
Cannedy at the threshold of her apartment. handed Officer Cannedy the ticket 

and after a brief conversation, she excused herself, telling Officer Cannedy that she had 
to use the restroom. When she turned and walked towards her bathroom, she left the 
apartment door open because she didn’t want to be rude. 

said she was inside her bathroom for approximately one minute. When she 
walked out of the bathroom, Officer Cannedy was standing inside her kitchen, 
said that she did not invite Officer Cannedy inside. Officer Canned)' told 1 that he 
had signed off the ticket. 

t thanked Officer Cannedy for signing off the ticket at which time Officer Cannedy 
said something to the effect, “Is that it? You mean I don’t even get a hug out of it?” 

1 responded, “Are you serious?” At some point, ., who was standing in front 
of Officer Cannedy, turned aw T ay from him in order to put down the aforementioned 
ticket. 

As turned away from Officer Cannedy, he grabbed the upper portion of her left 

arm, near the biceps/shoulder area, and turned her towards him. Officer Cannedy 
pulled towards him, pressing her body up against his. At some point, Officer 

Cannedy made a comment similar to, “The first time I saw you, I thought you were so 
pretty.” 
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Officer Cannedy started to kiss on her cheek and neck area, while reaching 

around and grabbing her buttocks. said that she couldn’t believe what was 

happening. said she thought Officer Cannedy was going to try and close her 

apartment door. said at that point, she felt as though Officer Cannedy was going 

to rape her. 

While still pressed up against Officer Cannedy grabbed one of her hands and 

forcibly placed it against his groin area, over his pants. Officer Cannedy then said 
something to the effect, “You’re just so beautiful. You make me horny.” At some point 
during the incident, Officer Cannedy also said, “I’m glad you’re twenty-one. I thought 
you were seventeen.” 

Fearing she was going to be sexually assaulted, told Officer Cannedy that it was 

“movie night,” and some of her friends were coming over to her apartment. Officer 
Cannedy told to call her friends and tell them to come over twenty minutes later. 

1 then told Officer Cannedy that her boyfriend was also on his way home and 
would be there any minute. 

Officer Cannedy said something to the effect, “Are you scared?” and “You don’t think I’m 
attractive, do you?” just wanting Officer Cannedy to leave, said, “No, no. That’s 

not it. I’ll call you, I’ll call you.” Officer Cannedy asked, “You’ll call me?" said 

yes. Moments later, was able to move away from Officer Cannedy and walk 

towards the door. Officer Cannedy followed, then left the apartment.

1 stated she called immediately after Officer Cannedy left her apartment. 

yWhen a told . what had just occurred. said she didn’t believe her. 

text messaged and when he called her back she was crying didn’t 

want to tell all of the details because she didn’t w r ant , to get upset. 

told that “an officer” made a pass, or “hit” on her. told 

he didn't understand why she was crying so much. never told all the 

details of the incident. 

a said she couldn’t sleep at all that night and the next day, Wednesday, 13 
September 2006, she called Officer Cannedy’s cellular phone number that he’d 
provided. Officer Cannedy did not answer the phone, so left two separate 

messages on his voice mail. On one of her messages, ^^told Officer Cannedy that he 
“scared the shit out of her.” Fearing he may return, also told Officer Cannedy 

that she was moving. She went on to tell him that she wasn’t going to tell anyone what 
happened because she was afraid he would kill her. 


In the days following the aforementioned incident, 
from , whose name she did not remember. When 


spoke with a friend of her’s 
told this friend that she 
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wasn’t going to do anything about the incident, he told her she either needed to contact 
the San Leandro Police Department or the Alameda County District Attorney's Office. 

knew a Deputy District Attorney named from the Hayward Office. At the 

time of this interview, thought last name may have been something like 

. There was a D.D.A. at the Hayward Office named at the time of 

this writing. 

called c and explained the situation to him. told to contact a 

friend of his, who worked for the San Leandro Police Department, Robert Dekas. 

On Wednesday, 20 September 2006, was to meet with Officer Pickard at 
regarding a separate matter. Once they dealt with the other issue, 
disclosed the incident invoking Officer Cannedy to Officer Pickard. Officer Pickard 
contacted her supervisor, Sergeant Spirou, at which time the Watch Commander, 
Lieutenant Overton was notified. 

also told us that mother had a friend that either lived or worked in

Officer Greg for w r hat had transpired inside her apartment. 

After I interviewed , walked out to my car and told me she needed to speak 

with me. told me she’d had a conversation with a male friend of her’s after nur 

interview the night before. told this man - later identified as . 

about the allegations involving Officer Cannedy. ; reaction was both anger as w r ell 
as surprise. immediately made a phone call in presence. 

During his phone conversation, spoke with his ex-girlfriend - later identified as 
e. Evidently, » had been “harassed” by a San Leandro police officer 
sometime in 2005 and she had made aware of it. 5 indicated the details 

sounded quite similar. ; asked if she remembered the officer’s name and she 
said, “Greg.” 
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I told. . that I needed her to obtain s phone number for me so I could follow 

up and interview her regarding this allegation. 

Approximately 1330 hours, I received a phone call from . She told mp that she’d 
talked to 1 and was able to obtain 1 s phone number - 

At 1510 hours. I called the phone number and spoke with a female that identified herself 
as . I asked if she knew why I was calling and she said yes. I asked 

her if she’d be available to meet with me on Friday, 22 September 2006, so I could take 
a statement from her and she agreed. .Although • worked from 0800 to 1730 hours, 
she told me she’d arrange for some time aw'ay from her work, in . to meet

which was “Greg.” . subsequently told at which time they realized the 

officer’s first name in the separate incidents was the same. . -i asked 
would be walling to talk to the police about what happened and she said yes.

She told me the 


Sometime in 2005 (• could not remember the date), had just parked her 

on (Ca. license w . Dn ;, just south of her residence 

on . All i could remember, in regards to time of day, was that it 

was davtime. A police officer knocked on her door and when she answered, the officer 

asked __.j if the . ^ _belonged to her. told him it did. said the 

officer referred to her by her name, even though the two of them had never met. 
figured that the officer obtained her name off of her vehicle registration. The officer, 
who subsequently furnished with a San Leandro Police Department Trading Card, 
warned • about parking her car in a red zone. On the back of the trading card, the 
officer had written a cell phone number. walked out to her car and noticed that it 

w r as only in the red zone by inches. Although the officer didn’t ask her to move it, 
did move it after the officer left. didn’t think that there w’as anything suspicious 

about the officer’s contacting her for a parking situation. 

The second time saw Greg, she had just returned from Eden Hospital. Her son, 

, who w'as eleven years old at the time, had injured himself earlier in the day and 
they didn’t get home until approximately 2330 hours. 

drove up in front of her residence and parked her car facing southbound on 
along the west curb. ce said that as she parked her car, a police 
officer drove up, north in the southbound lanes of 1 stopping his car 

“nose to nose” with car. This maneuver startled 

2 said she recognized Greg as the officer who w'as in the police car. Greg, still 
seated in the driver’s seat, said, “Hey, how' you guys doing?” Once told Greg 

about the trip to the hospital, Greg told them a story' about how he hurt himself when he 
was y'ounger and the fact that he’d received forty 7 stitches in his chest as a result, 
said Greg also made reference to her being a single parent, even though she’d never 
discussed that with him. 
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During their conversation, Greg told a that the cell phone number he’d provided 
the first time they’d met was for personal conversation or if 1 had any problems.

used westbound Interstate 580 as her route to get home to San Leandro. 

Around 0030 hours, just as she was preparing to take the Benedict Drive exit, saw 
emergency lights behind her. not wanting to pull her car over on the freeway, 

continued" onto the off-ramp with the police car following. said she wanted to 

stop her car in an area that was well lit, so she turned north onto Benedict Drive, then 
northwest over the Grand Avenue overpass. After the stop sign at Sybil Avenue, 
turned west onto Sybil Avenue, then north onto Evergreen Avenue, where she pulled her 
car over to the curb. 

The officer in the police car behind her got on the public address system and said, “Get 
out of the car.” •, following the officer’s directions, got out of the car, leaving the 
engine running. While out of the car, the officer said, “Why didn’t you pull over?” The 
officer had the patrol car’s spot light illuminating s car, so she was initially unable 
to see him. The officer ordered to turn around. I asked if the officer 

wanted her to turn away from him, or make a complete 360 degree turn. told me 

she turned all the way around. 

The officer started to walk towards her and when he got close enough to she 

recognized him as Greg, the same officer she’d had contact with the two previous 
occasions.

asked Greg if she could get back in her car and he said no. . i asked Greg why 
she was pulled over and he told her that he wanted to talk to her. I asked 2 if Greg 
asked her for her driver's license, registration and/or proof of insurance at any time 
during their encounter and she said no. 

2 said Greg walked up to her open driver door as they talked. _ 2 was up against 

the “V” of the door as Greg had his left hand on the open door and his right hand against 
one of her window's. According to , Greg told her that she had a “beautiful body” 
and that she had “big breasts.” : said she was feeling very uncomfortable while 
.Greg made these comments to her. e sat on the driver seat of her car, at which time 
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Greg rolled her driver door window down. __e closed the door and Greg continued 

talking to her through the open window. 

Greg told e that his wife wasn’t giving him what he needed and that he wanted 
someone who would. told Greg that she wasn’t that person. also told Greg 

at some point that he “needed to go to church.” 

At some point during their contact, Greg, through the open window', placed his hand on 
the back of . neck and stroked her hair. Greg leaned through the window' and 
tried to kiss 3 neck, however she pulled away.

The morning following the car stop incident, approximately 0600 to 0730 hours, 
someone knocked on door. and her son were still asleep, so j 

answered t'he door. When she answered the door, there was a white male stanumg 
there, Who asked, “Is 1 there?” 1 told the man, "No. She’s still sleeping.” The 

man said, “Tell her I came by.” asked, “Who are you?” The man simply answered,

The officer asked something to the effect, “Is 
that it?" The officer then hugged . and at some point placed his hands on her 
buttocks. When 1 started to cry, the officer asked her, “You're not afraid of me are 
you?" . told . that she felt as though the officer was going to rape her.

the officer because he’d become enraged, possibly seeking out the officer and 
subsequently getting into trouble. 


said that he was talking to the week prior to this interview; At that 

time, irovided r , more detail of what happened on 12 September 2006. 

z told * _ 0 that. was nearly raped by the officer. 1 said that the 

officer grabbed even though she continued telling him to leave. 


While speaking with , he asked me if I wanted the copy of the citation that 

Officer Cannedy signed off. J handed me a yellow’ copy of a San Jose Police 

Department traffic ticket — number *. The two listed \iolations on the citation 

were Vehicle Code sections 24002(a) and 5200(a). I was unable to make out the name 
of the officer who issued the citation, however the badge number w r as 377 °- 




On the back of this citation was a shaded area with the heading: CERTIFICATE OF 
CORRECTION (MUST BE RETURNED TO COURT). This area appeared to be signed in 
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blue or black ink pen. The listed section signed off was 5200 VC. The officer’s signature 
appeared to be that of “G. Cannedy” along with his badge number “285”, the agency 
name of “SLPD” and the date “9/12/06.” 

I took custody of this citation, copied it and later submitted it into San Leandro Police 
Department Property as evidence. 

g told me that he was no longer in possession of the citation he’d received from 
the Oakland Police Department because he’d mailed it in about a week after it was 
signed off. 

also saw the bruising on arm, but since he hadn’t heard 

version of what happened the evening of 12 September 2006, he didn’t question it. 
Once he spoke with < g figured sustained the bruises when the 

officer grabbed her. 

old us that after he got home from work the early morning of the incident, he 
heard what he thought were brakes out in front of their apartment. - 0 looked 

outside and saw a police car driving approximately five miles an hour through the lot. 
As the police car was driven past his open front door, _ said he looked directly at 

the officer driving the car. When they looked at each other, guessed they were 

no more than ten feet from each other. said he got a good look at the officer.

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It wasn’t until told s about the officer’s coming by her apartment in street 

clothes that he started to realize she may not have been exaggerating. s tried to 

convince e to call the police department to report the incidents. told 

she was concerned that the officer knew where she lived. She was also concerned that 
no one would believe her stories. also told she misplaced the business card 

the officer left with her, so she didn’t even know the officer’s last name. 

told us he’d seen the business card and he described it as a traditional business 
card with no photographs on it.

» had been employed by the Alameda County District Attorney's Office for 
approximately seven years. She had lived at ince 2002 or 2003. 


• was familiar with Officer Cannedy from his appearances at the District 
Attorney’s Office for subpoenas. Officer Cannedy also worked as the D.A. Liaison for a 
substantial period of time. The D.A. Liaison’s responsibilities included bringing out the 
In-Custody cases from San Leandro Police Department. During this time, Officer 
Cannedy would have made daily trips to the Hayward Office for the purpose of 
delivering such cases. 


With Officer Cannedy’s frequent visits to the D.A.’s Office, learned certain details 

about his personal life, such as the fact that he had a wife and two children. 



One ev’ening. in 2002 or 2003, was out with friends at the 

in San Leandro. Officer Cannedy entered the restaurant to use the restroom. When 
Officer Cannedy saw , he engaged her in conversation. During their conversation, 
Officer Cannedy asked her if she was okay to drive home, since she’d been drinking. 

* told Officer Cannedy that she was with friends and w'ould be fine. Officer 
Cannedy gave one of his business cards with his cellular phone number written 
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on the back. Officer Cannedy told that he was concerned and wanted her to call 

him when she got home safely. At some point during their conversation. told 

Officer Cannedy that she lived in the area of 

was en route to her apartment, approximately 2300 to 2330 hours, when she 
called Officer Cannedy’s cellular phone to tell him she’d arrived safely. Officer 
Cannedy’s cellular phone went to voice mail, so she left him the message. 

When arrived at her apartment, she decided to go to bed. m changed into 

pajamas and went to bed. 

Approximately 0030 hours, about an hour after she arrived home, . cellular 

phone rang. Due to the late hour, didn’t answer it. Her phone rang again, 

minutes later. . decided to answer the phone the second time. It was Officer 

Cannedy on the other end. 

Officer Cannedy said he was calling to make sure she’d arrived home safely. said 

that Officer Cannedy was talkative and at some point during their conversation, he 
asked 1, “Which unit is yours?” remembered it being Christmas time and 

she had a red bow mounted to her front door. 

Officer Cannedy asked . “Is yours the one with the red bow?” indicated 

she was shocked to hear Cannedy ask that, and she asked him where he was. Officer 
Cannedy told her he was at her front door. Officer Cannedy then said, “Just come to the 
front door. I want to make sure you’re alright.” 

said that her outer screen door was unlocked and when she opened her interior 
front door, Officer Cannedy was standing in the threshold holding open screen door. At 
the time, Officer Cannedy was not in police uniform. ) said she thought Officer 

Cannedy may have been wearing jeans and a sweatshirt. Due to the time, • figured 
Officer Cannedy’s shift must have ended around midnight. 



said she told Officer Cannedy that she was fine. At some point, Officer Cannedy 
asked her if he could have a hug. was confused as to why Officer Cannedy 

wanted a hug, but she felt if she agreed, she’d be able to get him to go. 

Officer Cannedy hugged. while standing in the threshold of her apartment. While 
hugging 0, Officer Cannedy leaned over and began kissing ; neck, 

tried to push Officer Cannedy away, however he continued hugging her, refusing to let 
go. Officer Cannedy guided the two of them inside apartment, against her will. 


Once inside apartment, Officer Cannedy continued kissing her neck, then 

placed one of his hands on her groin area, rubbing back and forth. In a forceful manner, 
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pushed Officer Cannedy away from her and told him to leave. Officer Cannedy 
immediately began apologizing to . Officer Cannedy made a comment to . 

similar to, “I thought you felt the same way about me.” 

»said that she never gave Officer Cannedy the impression that she was attracted to 
him. . told Officer Cannedy that she didn’t have relationships with married men. 
Officer Cannedy told that he and his wife had “an agreement.” When , 

asked about Officer Cannedy’s agreement, he explained that he played baseball or 
softball and that was just part of what he did. was finally able to convince Officer 

Cannedy to leave. 

The next day, Officer Cannedy called to once again apologize for his actions. 

0 told him his actions were unacceptable and inappropriate. 

. j said that Officer Cannedy’s behavior scared her. When I asked _• if she ever 

called the police to report the assault, she said she thought she could handle it herself. 
She also said she was afraid no one would believe her. -o was also fairly new at the 
D.A.’s Office and she said she didn’t want to be unapproachable with other law 
enforcement personnel.

Approximately 1100 hours. Lieutenant DeCoulode and I drove to the home of Judge 
Reginald Saunders in order to get the search warrant signed. His Honor signed the 
search' warrant approximately 1128 hours (copy of warrant attached to this investigative 
packet). 


Approximately 1430 hours, Lieutenant DeCoulode and I served the warrant. I forcibly 
cut the combination padlock on Officer Cannedy’s locker, gaining access. A search of 
the locker and its contents revealed the following items collected as evidence: 
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1. Magnum large condom in packet 

2. Fourteen (34) photographs of women in provocative positions 

3. San Leandro Police Department Business card in the name of Greg Cannedy 

4. San Leandro Police Department Trading card in the name of Greg Cannedy 

5. Russell Heath Cleaners receipt in the name of ‘ Cannedy” 


Item #i, the condom, was located/recovered from a zippered pocket of Officer 
Cannedy’s pursuit bag, which was inside his locker. 

Item #2, the photographs, were located/recovered from inside a Penal Code book and a 
Vehicle Code book, also inside Officer Cannedy’s pursuit bag. 

Items 3, 4 & 5 (indicia) were located/recovered from inside Officer Cannedy s pursuit 
bag. 

I subsequently submitted all five items into San Leandro Police Department Property 
Section as evidence. Lieutenant DeCoulode placed a City' of San Leandro padlock on 
Officer Cannedy’s locker door once we were done with the search. 

Lieutenant DeCoulode received a letter from Michael L. Rains, the attorney representing 
Officer Cannedy. In his letter, dated 6 October 2006, Mr. Rains indicated that he had 
recommended to Officer Cannedy that he decline to participate in a criminal interview 
concerning this allegation. I did not attempt to contact Officer Cannedy regarding 
obtaining a statement from him.

. .’s residence at the time, was located on Beat 2. 

indicated in her statement that Officer Cannedy drove up to her and her son, 
., approximately 2330 hours that evening. This time frame and location would be 
consistent with working the above mentioned schedule and Beat. 

Lieutenant DeCoulode also furnished me with copies of Employee History City of San 
Leandro forms, in regards to Officer Cannedy. These forms cover Officer Cannedy’s 
financial records from 1 January' 2002 through 15 August 2006 and itemize his 
Hours/Units and salary. I made copies of the aforementioned schedule report and 
financial records and attached them to this investigation. I submitted the originals into 
San Leandro Police Department Property as evidence.

Sergeant Michael Sobek and Officer Cathy 
Pickard both told affiant that they’d heard from other San Leandro Police Department personnel that 
Officer Cannedy had, in the past, placed condoms inside of his uniform shirt pockets prior to beginning 
his work assignment(s). Neither officer, however, was able to provide affiant with the name of 
personnel who’d seen this occur. 

Affiant knows through training and experience that officers that work for the San Leandro Police 
Department have access to various programs such as the California Law Enforcement 
Telecommunications (C.L.E.T.S.); National Crimes Information Center (N.C.I.C.); Automated Warrant 
System (A.W.S.; as well as the California Department of Motor Vehicles (D.M.Y.). These programs 
make it possible for offers to gather ; r.formation such as addresses, motor vehicle registration 
information, etc., for individuals. 

I nrougn San Leandro Police Department Administrative Services Division, affiant confirmed that 
Officer Canned;, s locker was number 30 in the Men's Locke: Room. 

Affiant also knows through training and experience that officers will sometimes keep paperwork 
bearing such information in their lockers, which are located in the locker rooms of the San Leandro 
Police Department. 

Officers also keep personal items inside their lockers, as well as their duty uniforms and other 
equipment. 

I pray that a Search Warrant be issued based upon the aforementioned facts, for the seizure of said 
property, or any part thereof, between the hours of 7:00 A.M. and 10:00 P.M., good cause being shown 
thereof, and the same be brought before this Magistrate or retained subject to the order of the court, or 
of any court in which the offense(s) in respect to which the property of things taken, triable, pursuant 
to Section 1536 of the Penal Code,
